NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


MOROCCO. | 

The sccounts we continue to receive of the destitution among the Jews of 
Moroceo consequent upon the recent famine are still very sad. It is disheartening 
to learn that notwithstanding the great exertions which have been made to 
improve their material, social and intellectual condition, they are yet in a very 
backward state. It may be useful to give a brief sketch of some efforts which the 
English Jews have made in their behalf during the last twenty years. In 1859 
war broke out between Morocco and Spain. Any whip is sufficient to beat a 
dog with; and any excuse was enough to ill-treat the Jews of Morecco. The 
Kabyles and other wild tribes rose in arms, and the Jews of Tangier and. other 
places fled for their lives to Gibraltar and to Algeciras. Crowds of unoffending 
men, of innocent women and children, found themselves in a strange land 
without shelter, without food. A local Committee was formed at Gibraltar, and, 
with the kind assistance of Sir Wm. Codrington, then Governor of Gibraltar, the 
refugees were saved from immediate starvation. The late Mr. David Hatch- 
well, then an inflaential member of the Gibraltar congregation, and Gibraltar 
correspondent of the Jewish Chronicle, put Lis wonderful energy and talent for 
business at the service of his brethren, and rendered help on the spot, and by 
correspondence, which will never be forgetten. Sir Moses Montefiore was 


-communicated with by telegraph; a meeting of the Board of Deputies was 


held, and an appeal for funds was at once addressed to the public. The 
response was liberal, and some thousands of pounds were received from 
Israelites in various parts of the world. Remittances were immediately made 
and continued as reqnired to Gibraltar, Tents were erected and formed an 
encampment in the North Fort; other fugitives foond an asylum in various 


parts of the garrison. From October, 1859, to May, 1860, 4,000 wretched Jews” 


arrived at Gibraltar, most of them utterly destitute. Bread and raiment were 
distributed and many lives saved. The war between the Spaniards and the 
Moors—those ancient enemies—though protracted beyond expectation, eventually 
came toanend. The refugees at Gibraltar had diminished in number, and some 
of them, owing to the narrowness of space at Gibraltar, had removed to 
Algeciras, where their brethren aleo lived under canvas. The Board of Deputies 
had considerable surplus funds in their hands, after providing for the pressing 
needs of the emigrants, and they decided to despatch a special Commissioner in 
the person of Mr. M. Hi. Picciotto. This gentleman was instructed to arrange 


for the safe return of the fugitives to their country, and after visiting Algeciras. 


and Gibraltar, he was to proceed to Morocco, to obtain information as to the 
requirements of the refugees not yet returned to their own homes, and generally 
as to the condition of the Jews of Morocco. M. Picciotto left London on the 27th 
August, 1860, and delivered his Report to the Committee in December of that year. 
He carefully superintended the return of the unfortunate Jews to Merocco; 
he visited Tangier, Tetuan, Casabianca, Safi and Mogador, and gathered a 
considerable amount of statistical ioformation concerning the Jews of Morocco. 
It is from Mr. Picciotto’s able and interesting Report—which bas not been avail- 
able to the public—that we cull some of the facts here stated. We may 
add, that notwithstanding the philanthropie efforis of Sir Moses Montefiore and 
his mgmorable journey to the capital of Morocco some years later, the political 
position of our coreligionists in that empire, does not appear to have altogether 
changed even in our day. The Moor still entertains a lofty contempt for the 
Jew, and ill-uses and plunders him at every opportunity. From the highest 
authorities to the lowest ragamuffin in the streets of a Moorish town, the common 
diversion was then to rob and beat the Jew. The government oppressed him 
with legalised extortions of every kind, and popular prejudice surrounded him 
with humiliating and painful restrictions. The Israelite was bound to dwell in 
close ghettos, called “Mellahs,” to walk barefooted in other quarters, to wear a 
certain garb of sombre hue and unsightly form. He was prohibited from riding 
in towns and from carrying weapons. An infraction of these rules was 
followed by summary punishment administered on the spot by amy Moor 
who chose to act as public executioner. Even a child of the dominant 
race might strike a Jew, who dared not resent the outrage. These 
barbarous laws were in full force in the towns in the interior, euch as 
Morocco, Fez, Mequinez, &c.; they had been somewhat mitigated in the 
sea-coast towns, especially in Tangier, the residence of foreign Ministers. The 
Jewish inhabitants were subjected to another evil, the marauding pro- 
pensities of the surrounding Arabs. Whenever a war broke out between 
Morocco and another country, and a sea-coast town happened to be attacked 
or threatened, the Arabs practised the diversion of pillaging the town and 
putting some of the inhabitants to the sword. The Jews, being the weakest, 
suffered by far the most. Such was the case when the war commenced between 
Morocco and Spain; and it was only through the influence of Sir John 
Drummond Hay that the Jews of Tangier received permission to emigrate. 
The Britieh Minister has indeed great claims on the gratitude of the Jews, for he 
has accomplished much on their behalf. 
befriended them; he has helped them politically, socially and educationally. 
One of his most recent acts of kindness has been to distribute some money 
prizes, from his own pocket, to the most advanced pupils of the school at 
Tangier, in addition to obtaining a free grant of land for the new building. 
Doubtless the generous exertions of Sir Moses Montefiore, and the recent repre- 
sentations of the Anglo-Jewish Association, have caused a removal of the most 
oppressive customs and regulations against the Jows, but the Firmans of the 
Sultan are often ignored by the governors of provinces, and we still hear of 
cases of cruelty and barbarous ill-treatment practised on unoffending Israelites. 
The Commissioner of the Board of Deputies fouid his corcligionists steeped in 


He has warmly and constantly. 
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poverty and ignorance. Living in Morocco only cost a few pence daily, but 
there were thousands who could not earn those few pence and who eked out a 
miserable existence on the alms they wrung from the more fortunate Jews. 
Not that the latter were loth to give, but that they had little to spare. Eduea- 
tion, both religious and secular, was at a very low ebb. The children of 
the poor were sadly neglected. Even the grammatical study of the Hebrew 
language was scarcély ever cultivated. In Tangier, with a population of 
4,500 Jews, the principal teachers were three rabbis, who taught in their own 
houses a little Bible reading and the prayers, maki::g some feeble attempts at 
translation in bad Spanish. Similar instruction, such as it was, was bestowed 
gratuitously on about 100 poor boys in a school-room. At Tetuan, no fewer 
than a hundred professional rabbis thrived, or at least vegetated, and no pretence 
to any public education of any kind existed. At Mogador a similar state of 
things obtained : Mr. Picciotto having relieved the necessities of the sufferers 
from the effects of the war as far as practicable, proposed that the remaining 
fands should be devoted to founding institutions tending to improve perma- 
nently the condition of the Jews in Morocco. Education was the chief want of 
those communities, and to that deficiency was directed the attention of the Com- 
mittee that had been formed for the purposes of administering the Fund raised. 
M. Albert Cohn had visited Tangier and had expressed an intention to establish 
a religious school in that city ; but that idea never became a reality. Afte™ 
several schemes had been propounded, the body of gentlemen appointed for the 
purpose agreed to pay annually certain sums to the Jewish authorities of 
Tangier, Tetuan and Mogador as subsidies for Jewish public echools to be called 
into existeuce in those various localities. These establishments from smali 


beginnings gradually increased ip importance and extended the sphere of their | 


usefulness. The Alliance Israélite Universelle subsequently joined the move- 
ment and contributed to its success. They furnished contributions, and 
appointed additional teachers to those establishments ; they exercised a wise 
vigilance over them ; and the Jews of Morocco possess now elementary public 
schools, scattering light and civilization amidst dense darkness. 


NEW AGRICULTURAL GOLONIES IN RUSSIA. 


The announcement has recently been made that the Russian Government 
has determined to extend the system of planting agricultural colonies of Jews 
in various parts of Russia. That the experiment may succeed we sincerely 
hope, though the conditions under which it is to be made do not justify very 
sanguine anticipations. It may be said with some show of truth that almost 
any change in the condition of our brethren in certain parts of Russia must be 
for the better; and that nothing can be worse than for the great mass of Jews 
in given districts to be huddled together forming a community of poverty 
without any immediate prospect of improvemert. Poverty begets poverty, and 
to physical want there is too often allied an intellectual and spiritual destitution 
which makes man satisfied if only allowed to live. The great mass of Jews 
under Russian rule have suffered from the cramping effects of poverty and 
officialism. Confined to certain districts and restricted for the most part to the 
exercise of petty trades, our brethren have undergone a discipline which is 
scarcely calculated to fit them to follow agriculture with immediate success. 
There is a fever in the blood of pedlers and little traders which is unknown to 
husbandmen. They are perforce ardent disciples of the “ nimble ninepence vs 
school ; for them any delay in realization means immediate want; their little 
capital must be for ever turning over amd over, fructifying as it turns. If it 
were possible for a short act of parliament to be passed by the Legislature ander 
whieh so many English people of this type were to be at once eonverted into 
farmers, what kind of farmers should we expect them to make? If we cannat 
conceive success waiting in the footsteps of such an experiment in this country; 
how shall we hope for it in Russia, where, in addition to the natural unfitness of 
the adult Jewish population to turn at once to agriculture, there is an official 
system in force which makes every man (and Jows especially) anxious as to the 
tenure of his holding. There is no assurance that the Jew who is to-day turned 
from a petty trader into a small farmer, may not to-morrow have to resume his 
pack because, forsooth, he was not successful in his new vocation. This un. 
certainty of tenure added to that unfitness which many years of labour in other 
vocations necessarily engenders, do not warrant us in entertaining any grea, 
hopes that the new move of the Russian Government will be for the immediate 
benefit of our poor brethren. Still, agricultural colonists of Jews have been 
fairly successful. The pursuit of agriculture will have, at any rate, the effect 
of thinning overcrowded districts and relieving the overcrowded industries to 
which Jews in Russia are, as a role, restricted. This would be a great good, 
jmproving as it would the physique and material prospects of those who are 


drafted from the towns, and giving room for freer respiration to those who are 
left behind.

THE ECCLESIASTICAL ADMINISTRATION OF THE JEWISH 
COMMUNITY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

51r,— Your correspondents, “ 4.” and Co., deal as they think hard blows at 
my argoments, or rather at the form they assume, as they both leave the main 
argument untouched. It is only natural that men should differ in opinion on 

‘diplomacy, whether in the polities of a Cabinet affecting the destiny of pen 

or the back-stair influence of asnug family party affectirg petty and selfist 
interests, Let us, therefore, agree to differ, and take the matter coolly, and, if 
possible, in an unbiassed spirit. 
“%.” ia quite merry over the crude construction of my sentences. A 
mathematician himself, he called in the aid, so he tell us, of another equally 
sapient mathematician, and putting both their mathematical heads together 
they came.to the conclusion that power has no radius, and therefore to allude to 
the narrowing of its influence was quite an absurdity, and, farther, that a8 
power cannot be concentrated, the mere reference to its concentration was 40 
egregious blunder. So much for the mathematical capacity of “ Z.” and his 
friend, who knocked their heads together. My next solecism is equally remark- 
able. I said that our clergymen permitted themselves to be sat upon and took 
it like lambs, and I am gravely asked, “Are lambs made to be sat upon”? This 
is quite Socratic in its little way. This is just a question that Lord Cairns 08 
his traditional woolsack might answer—I leave the matter in his hands and 
consider it sub judice. 

Then comes aconundrum. We know that there ie a trinity somewhere 
analogous in some respects to the Athanasian mystery, who together and as one 
trouble the community—trio juncta in uno—and if wno say these two wise 
mathematicians to the Editor, We dont’t know. We have made out two—to 
one, with one interest and one aim—probably the firat two—father and 600. 
But the hypostatis is yet incomplete—there is that large A. And shades of the 
mighty! there is that old writer—if yet alive and kicking—that ‘ Nemo, who 
used to fish in our troubled waters, and stir up the communal mud and the com, 
munal bile at one and the same time. Is A He, oris He A? Is “Nemo 
“ Aliquis,” or is “ Aliquis” “ Nemo,” or who is who. And all this dundreary’ 
nonsense is put forth to throw clerical dust in the eyes of your readers. y 
argument was to this effect: allusion had been made to the desirability ° 
inviting competent and independent members of the clergy, knowing 48° 
they do know, the special wants of their flock, to sit in camera with the object 
of revising the prayer-book. I suggested that the proposition, good in itself, 
was intensely funny taken side by side with the cruel and anomalous position 
of our intelligent clergy. That while the Church of England has its Convocatiol 
and the great Nonconformist body its assemblies, whereat clerical members ° 
the several denominations can ventilate their views, the Jews of England are 


| ruled by the ipse divit of one man. Now I am not extravagant in my admiration 
or dispraise of any man, Bat I insist that to entrust power to any one man 
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to create a dictator, and in religious government—a pope. And bunran nature 
will assert its power, and not always unselfishly in every man, and I asserted 


that it did so in our own clerical world. 


I asserted that the clergy as a body were ignored. 1 am asked did I mean 
in reference to the Consecration of St. Petersburg Place Synagogue, and I now 
answer most emphatically the eame procedure is adopted systematically, and 
wherever ible, and without exception. This is tamely submitted to by the 
clergy, and although I way hurt the feelings of men, some of whom | indi- 
vidually respect, I assert that such men as clergymen have no selfishness nor a 
becoming pride in their calling. [ re-assert that it is out of all true discipline 
that one clergyman should be permitted to take precedence in another synagogue 
over the incumbent of that synagogue. Men may stoop to conquer, and find 
their account in so doing, but the position of a clergyman with his own flock 


should, and must be, paramount all in all ; that ie, if our clergymen are to take 
rank with gentlemen. 


I am told that one particnlar clergyman is beloved by his flock, and I 
answer is he the only one so beloved? I know others who are equally beloved 
and who never try to persuade themselves that by trenching on others’ dignity 
or absorbing the “good things” of their calling they are acting unselfishly and 
becoming. I am told an exception must be made because the special clergyman 
attracted a large congregation. Of course, it was he who suggested that 
medium-sized houses should be built in the Jewish Belgravia snitable to youn 
beginners. It was probably he who, seventeen years ago, when it was pro 
by tae late Baron Mayer de Rothschild and Mr. David M. Davidson to erect a 
grand synagogue in the Central district and went so far as to. select the site 
and treat for the investmont, boldly preached in his own synagogue against the 
scheme, and seeing the tenaency and direction of the migration, worked in 
concert with others to establish the Bayswater Synagogue. Not that I think he 
did wonders and should have a statue erected to his fame. He did what a 
— is bound to do, to work for the community as well as for himself. 
And I am not aware that he ever put in any claim of seniority er special merit 
to override a colleague because he was his former pupil. And if he has done so 
I blame the act and think it censurable in a high degree. 


I am told fhat some of our preachers contioually invite their flock to “come 
to synagogue” and do not themselves attend, presumably on the week-days. 
Here I am quite at one with “G.” I think such conduct highly reprehensible 
and calculated to work much mischief. It must weaken the influence of the 
man, however much he otherwise may be beloved and respected. It is true 
some synagogues have Sabbath services only, and the ministers have literally 
nothing to do; but Judaism deprecates such highday and holiday religion, and 
a minister should, unless excused by age or illness, always be at his post. 1 am 
glad the Committee alluded to requested their minister to regard the ordinary 
synagogue service as his highest duty. I am equally surprised, bowever, that in 
the synagogue farther west, the Committee, less zealous and evidently wore 
indulgent to their “beloved one,” are content that their best paid official should 
show his allegiance to the service by condescending to patronize the synagogue 
as a rule, and a rule with exceptions—on Mondays and Thursdays only. 1 quite 
agree with “G.” in his stern condemnation ef the system. 


I am told that it is an outrage to address the community on what I and 
others, and many others too, think the defect of our ecclesiastical government, 
beeause the man and the office are identical. I ridicule this conclusion altogether. 
I believe the whole ecclesiastical government of our community to be “ out of 
joint.” We are living under a hierarchy equally despotic as the papacy and 
without its saving clauses, I am told that I am disturbing the unity of the 
community. I deny this altogether. 1 am, on the contrary, advocating the 
unity of the community but deprecating the concentration of power in the hands 
of any one man. It is-true Dr. Artom—peace to his soul!—preached unity. 
Yes, but not a unity consisting of one unit. Such unlty belongs to God alone. 
Dr. Artom—yes, quote him if you will with satisfaction now that he is dead— 
did preach unity, but not concentration. What was the official life of Dr. Artom 
but a standing protest against the absorption of power by one hand? How he 
strove against it and with what vigour and heart-burning on his side, and with what 
jealousy and suspicion on the other, is well known, aud it was almost a scandal 
during the transitional state until he asserted his own dignity and would not 
perm himself to be snubbed. 

I believe I have now touched upon and answered the puerile challenge of 
“Z." Now, afew words to “G.” 1 admire the writer for his rongh and ready 
truthfulness. Like one of the two classes who always speak the truth, he bids 
us beware of clergymen—they are our servants, keep them down. That is the 
verdict of the community. He has ascertained it to be so, and he is an authority. 
I must believe him, otherwise the clergy would not be the weaklings and say- 
nothings which I regard them to be. Men who have known no organization 
among themselves and who are perfectly content with their anomalous condition, 
cannot be regarded otherwise than as servants. But the joke is, “G.” tells us at 
the same tiine that he is not to be contented, on the other hand, with the paucity 
of the changes contemplated in our ritual, he wants a sweepirg reform—every- 
thing demolished aud turned topsy-turvey, the whole prayer-book emasculated. 
{ wish he may get it. Now, my good, amiable “G.,” it is not the servants — the 
clergymen—as a whole, who stop the way—and “G,”'s mind seems to con- 
found many things in common—but the good tense of the community, a 
community not all fortunately made up of “G."s, aad who decline to turn 
Judaism inside out. 

I have now but one allusion more to make, ard that is to repeat that an 
attempt will be made to play off one synagogue against the other. It will bea 
misfortune if the attempt succeeds. It is quite a Loyola-like move. If the 
ruse succeed it will be the fault uf the Central Synagogue. Its good intentions 
paved the way. It is possible that the reasonable modification suggested—and 
they are almost too simple to make a fuss about—may save those violent 
upheavals which unsettle everything and settle nothing, and by offending 
people's prejudices and early affections create schisms and heartburnings. 
All this is possible. If, on the other hand, changes are dreaded because 
they are changes and people's ignorance is traded upon, then hope 
deferred well, indeed; maketh the heart sick and all authority will be 
openly set at defiance, or the pall of indifference will oover all, and no 
man of intelligence will regard it as worth his while to care about 
such unconsidered trifles as the synagogue and its worship, Judaism will 
simply mean negative Christianity, and as to forms let bigots disagree. The 
man who will worship historical Judaism will be the man who will go to 
Bynagogue—perhaps on his Jabrzeit—and think himself a staunch advocate of 
the traditional glories of the past, when clergymen were not servants, but in 
aivance of their age as scholars and gentlemen, and of the prophetic hopes of 
the stil more glorious future when clergymen will be servante, but servants of 
the God of Israel. It is such servants that I wish Jewish clergymen to become. 

‘G,.” in the interval may, according to the Talmud—so I have heard—be a 
prophet in Isracl. I respectiully leave “Z."" and “G.” to settle that matter 


between them. Either wil], no doubt, be wise in hie generation. Pitying the 
generation,

P.8.—Permit me the privilege of a postscript of calling the attention of the 
community to Dean Stanley's admirable germon on the necessity acd wisdom of 
a revision of the common prayer-book of the Church of England. That prayer- 
book as it stands has done more to weaken the faith of the intelligent and to 
fascinate the mystic element of some men’s notions than any other cause, and 
thas in both instances to create defections from the Protestant Church, and from 
the Charch altogether.

1 wonder if the Bishop will question Dean Stanley's motives, ridicule his logio, 
or hold him up as a man unworthy of respect, or if the “Z.'’s” and the “G.’s” 
will trouble him with conundrums and inuendos.

THE UNION OF AMERIOAN HEBREW CONGREGATIONS. 


— 


At the sittings of the Convention of the Union of American Hebrew 


Congregations, held in New York from Jaly 8th to the 10th, the qaestion of 
Sabbath Observance was discussed. A resolution was passed declaring that the 
means of obtaining a stricter observance of the Sabbath were not within the 
reach of the Council, Persuasion, example and instruction alone, it was said, 
can produce sentiments om}the subject. An attempt was made to define the 
Sabbath as the seventh day of the week, but the motion was lost, the definition 
being considered superfluous. 

The principal subject of discussion was the question of establishing a Jewish 
agricultural colony in the west. A letter from the Hon. Horatio Seymour was 
read, expressing {nterest in the plan for inducing the Jews to take up farming 
pursuits. After an interesting debate, in which farming was characterized as 
the ancient occupation of the Jews, resolutions were adopted, in substance, as 
fullows: That a tract of land should be purchased large enough to aceommodate 
at least fifty families and support a model farm school ; that managers of Jewish 
schools and charitable institutions should introduce into the institutions elemen- 
tary instruction on the subject; that the opportunity now opens for a good 
investment of money by capitalists; and that the Executive Board of the 
Council are empowered to select from their number a Committee of five on 
agriculture to solicit donations of Jand, of farming implements, and money ; to 
allot to each family in the colony from fifty to eighty acres of land, which shall 
be rent free for seven years, after which the land taken up shall be offered to 
the incumbent at @ reasonable price, and the money received be applied in 
purchasing other land as at first, and 80 on. , 

Mr. Myer 8S, Isaacs, of New York, presented the report of the Committee on 
Circuit Preaching, calling upon ministers to volunteer their services to deliver 
addresses and to orgenize schools in cities and towns where the com- 
munities are nut strong enough to maintain schoole without assistance. 
The report led to a lengthy debate, in which many of the Southern ministers 
participated. The Rev. M. Moses, of Mobile, spoke of the sore need of the 
Jews of the South for religious teaching and gave a deplorable picture of the 
state of congregational affairs in the Southern States. There was an absence of 
money; an absence, in many instances, of the necessities of life. Those wlio 
were well-to-do were compelled to send their children to Catholic seminaries, 
there being no opportunity offered to teach them the religion of their fathers. 
It was finally resolved that €1,000 be appropriated to put in execution a plan 
providing for volunteer visiting preachers in such communities as are not able to 
support a minister. 

The question of establishing Hebrew female seminaries was brought up by 
the special committee appointed for that purpose. 

It was resolved that a committee should be appointed to consider the advi- 
sability of establishing two self-supporting schools, one for boys and one for 
girla. It was also resolved that the next Convention should be held in Chicago 
in July, 1881. The Rev. Dr. De Sola Mendes closed the Session with an appro- 
priate prayer. 

Immediately after the adjournment, the new Executive Board met and 
elected the following officers: Mr. Moritz Loth, of Cincinnatti, President ; Mr. 
Adolph L. Sanger, of New York, Vice-President ; Mr. Lipman Levy, of Cincin- 
nati, Secretary ; Mr. Solomon Levy, of Cincinnati, Treasurer. The Board then 
appointed the following gentlemen to supervise the agricultural project : Mr. 
Moritz Ellinger, cf New York, Chairman ; Mr. Julius Freiberg, of Cincinnati, Mr. 
Joseph Simon, of New Orleans, Mr. L. Silverman, of Chicago, and Mr. Werthei- 
mer, of Pittsburg. :

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THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


DEPUTATION TO LORD SALISBURY. 


The Marquis of Salisbury, Secretary of State for Foreign Affaire, received on 
Friday last at the Foreign Office, a deputation, composed of the Council of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association and members of the London Committee of Depu- 
ties of British Jews, who attended to make representations to his lordship on 
the Jewish question in Roumant. The deputation was introduced by Baron Henry 
je Worms, President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and Mr. J. M. Montefiore, 
President of the Board of Deputies, and comprised Sir Julian Goldsmid, M.P., Mr. 8. 
V. Abrahams, Mr. J. Bergtheil, Mr. Manuel Castello, Mr. Benn Davis, Mr. Charles 
Davis. Mr. Israel Davis, Dr. Maurice Davis, Mr. Emanuel, Mr. Philip Falk, Rev. A. L. 
Greeti, Mr. Alfred G. Henriques, Mr, A. Hoffnung, Mr. George 8. Joseph, Mr. M. 8. 
Joseph, Mr. Walter Josephs, Rev. A. Léwy, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Mr. Louis Nathan, 
Rev. M. N. Nathan. Mr. Barnett Samuel, Mr. Charles Samuel, Mr. J. Sebag, Mr. 5.

The following address was laid before the Marquis of Salisbury, but for the sake 
of brevity was not read; . 

“My Lord,—In the interests of toleration which recognizes no difference of race, 
creed, or country, we respectfully address your Lordship at this critical moment when 
the liberty of our coreligionists is once again imperilled. 

“A serious apprehension exists on all sides lest one of the most humane and 
beneficial provisions in the Berlin Treaty should be rendered futile through the 
resistance offered in Roumania to the adoption of Article 44 in that Treaty. 

“ We bear in view that this Article was devised for the purpose of putting an 
end to those exceptional laws and exclusive measures which have hitherto been the 
source of official cruelty and popular outrage in that principality. 

“ Unfortunately, all Roumanian legislators do not keep in view the disastrous 
effects which various laws, levelled at the followers of Judaism, have had on the 
safety and well-being of the Jews, and, indeed, on the public peace and safety of the 
people in many districts of the Roumanian principality. 

‘Whilst the Roumanian statesman have striven to weld into one homogeneous 
mass the populations of Wallachian and Moldavian territories, legal enactments 
have been formulated and put into operation which have engendered and encouraged 
amidst peaceful Roumanians antipathies to the Jews, and which have resulted in 
recurring acts of extreme violence. 

* As a panacea for such notorious evils against which Her Majesty's Government 
have often remonstrated, it has recently been proposed in Roumania to concede to 
comparatively few Jews at a time the full participation in civil and political rights, 
and to leave the preponderating thousands to the unsertain fate of a probationary 
period and of a complicated legislative proceeding. Should such a scheme be adopted 
it would leave the way open, as heretofore, for a continuance of those cruelties 
against which all the civilized Powers have solemnly protested and of which the 
Roumanian legislators appear to be utterly oblivious. 

* We have the concurrence and sympathies of all who confide in British justice, 
in wishing to elicit from Her Majesty's Boveraeea the assurance that no compromise 
will be accepted and that the portion of the 7th Article of the Roumanian Constitu- 
tion which draws a line of distinction between Christians and non-Christians will be 
expunged, that Article 44 of the Berlin Treaty will be maintained in its integrity, 
and that all existing distinctions arising from differences of creed shall cease to be a 
hindrance to the Jews in their claims to possess and enjoy the same civil and political 
rights as are possessed and enjoyed by the Christians in the Roumanian principality. 

“We have the honour to be your Lordship’s most humble servants, 
“J. M. MONTEFIORE, President of the London Committee of Deputies of 
British Jews. 
“Henry DE Worms, President of the Anglo-Jewish Association.” 

Baron H, De Worms said : I have the honour, in conjunction with Mr. Monte- 
fiore, to introduce to your Lordship a deputation from the Anglo-Jewish Association 
and the Board of Deputies. Of the former body I have the honour of being 
President, and of the latter Mr. Montefiore is President, The gentlemen composing 
the deputation may be taken as the representatives not only of the Jews of this 
country, but of all the Jews in Her Majesty's dominions. I must ask you in the first 
place not to consider that we by our action wish to call in question the sin- 
cerity of the Great Powers with regard to the literal accomplishment of the Treaty 
of Berlin ; we are simply here to show, in the face of a compromise suggested by the 
Roumanian Ministry, that, as the representatives of the Jews, we cannot allow such 
compromise to be carried out without entering our unanimous and ‘energetic protest 
against it. Had we allowed sueh compromise to be brought forward without coming 
before your Lordship, as Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, to protest against it, we should have appeared tacitly to have agreed to it, 
I shall endeavour to show why the Jews whom I have the honour to represent are 
not alone justified, but eompelled to protest, most emphatically against the proposed 
deviation from Article 44 ofthe Treaty of Berlin. In the first place, if we may take 
the statements of the public press to be accurate, the suggestion of M. Bratiano 
meaus the application and substitution of Article 35 of the Berlin Treaty, which 
relates to Servis, for Article 44, which relates to Roumania, thereby placing the 
two countries on the same footing. Now, in order to show the injustice of this 
substitution, it will be necessary for me to read those Articles, in order to base upor 
them the arguments which I shall submit to your Lordship, Article 34 of the Treaty 
of Berlin says : 

“The high contracting parties recognise the independence of the Principality 
of Servia, subject to the conditions set forth in the following Article,” 

Article 35 is as follows :— 

“In Servia the difference of religious creeds and confessions shall not be alleged 
against any person as a ground of exclusion or incapacity in matters relating to the 
enjoyment of civil and political rights, admission to public employments, functions, 
and honours, or the exercise of the various professions and industries in any locality 
whatever, The freedom and outward exercise of all forms of worship shall be 
assured to all persons belonging to Servia, as well as to foreigners, and no hindrance 
shall be offered either to the hierarchical organization of the different communions, 
or to their relations with their spiritual chiefs.” 

The substance of Article 35 is repeated verbatim in Article 44 relating to the inde-

Therefore, it is perfectly clear that, assuming the arguments of M. Bratiano to te 
correct, only those who have received naturalisation would be entitled to the right, 
and privileges of citizens in Roumania, and Article 7 of the Constitution distinetly Kays 
that this is to be accorded only to these who profess the Christian faith. The cage of 
Servia is not analogous, becanse Servian Jews are Servian subjects, and therefore 
Servia, in fulfilling Articles 34 and %5, dors all she needed and could be asked to do 
But in Roumania we have a population of nearly 490,000 Jews, who by the Conatity. 
tion of the country belong to no vativnaity at all, They are simply Jews. It js 
unnecessary to point out the intense injustice and attendant evils of such an arrange. 
meut. The Jews there exist as if Ly :+ufferance. They are merely waifs and strays, 
They may be treated as was said of the dead pauper : 

‘ “Rattic his bones over the stoncs 
it’s only a pauner whom nobody owns” 

That is the position of the Jews ; and the intention of that liberal clause which was 
added by the high contracting parties to the Treaty of Berlin was solely to forge 
the Roumanians to recognize these men, to whom they would not accord any special 
nationality, as subjects of their own, and to treat them accordingly. The argu. 
ment of M. Bratiano is very specious and plansible, because it appears to mean that 


liberty is to be afforded to all Roumanian subjects. Outsiders would be inclined tg 


think it was so. But the Jews are held by the Roumanians not to be Roumaniay 
subjects. ‘The legislative body is to have the power to make them subjects of 
Roumania ; but, as a matter of fact, the Roumanian Government would not use the 
power if they had it. As regards the general conduct of Roumania, I think I am 
entitled to say that locking to the past we have every reason to judge what the future 
will be. There are certain nations in whom we can place implicit reliance. The 
majority can be included in that category. But, I am sorry to say, Roumania cannot, 
We know, unfortunately, too well the misfortunes and vicissitudes of our unfortunate 
coreligionists, and are unable to put faith in the protestations of the Roumaniap 
Government. As a matter of fact, I would call your lordship’ attention to an 
expression of opinion of this Government on the 2ith of April, 1868, which was 
referred to in a despatch written by Count Beust, then Chancellor of the Austrian 
Empire, dated the 10th May, 1868, and sent by Count Beust to the representatives of 
the Austrian Government at Paris, London, Florence, Berlin, St. Petersburg and 
Constantinople. Count Benst, alluding to the outrages c ommitted on the Jews in 
the towns of Kalarasch and Berlad. says: “Le Cabinet Anglais doit avoir 
recu comme nous des preuves irrccusables constatant les faite dout je viens 
de parler. puisquil a adressé le 24 du mois dernier 4 son Consul-Ciénéral A 
Bucharest la dépéche ci-jointe qui ma été commuuiquée par ordre de Lord Stanley. 
On ne saurait fiétrir dans des termes plus énergijues la conduite de M. Bratiano et 
de ses organes, ni faire entrevoir plus clairement aux gouvernants moldo-valaques 
que, s ils continuaient 4 méconnaitre, comme ils le font, les obligations internation- 
ales.et les égards dus aux Puissances garantes, celles-ci pourraient bien se croire 
déliées des engagements sur lesquels repose l’existence politique des Principautés- 
Unies.” This despatch applies exactly to the case in point. Roumania, a vassal state 
owing her autonomous existence to the goodwill of the Powers, now claims at their 
hands independence. The Great Powers, animated by a spirit of justice, say: 
* Certainly, but in the first place you mustshow you are worthy of it. The first thingyou 
have to do is to fulfil the law of civilized nations and to give equality to those who 
by their industry have contributed much to the prosperity of your country.” The 
Roumanians promised to do so. But no sooner is that engagement put in black and 
white than they try to evade the obligation by a specious compromise. Now, on one 
material question, the law relating to land. the principal argument used by Roumanian 
statesmen is that they cannot grant to the Jews the right of acquiring land because 
large numbers of their estates are mortgaged to Jews. If that is to be the law of the 
land, summum jus summa injuria, It ia absolutely impossible that our government could 
entertain for a moment an argument like that, which is repugnant to the first princi- 
ples of justice and common sense, It is unnecessary for me here to go into the various 
questions connected with this matter. I have endeavoured to show that the compro- 
mise proposed by the Roumanian Government is such as cannot be entertained. This 
country, in conjunction with the other signatories, has the right to demand, and I 
trust will demand, the full meed of justice. Roumania has much to be grateful for. 
Next after the Holy Places, it was the protection of the Danubian Principalities 
which involved this country in the Crimean War. The Treaty of 1856 which followed 
that war was cemented by the best blood of England, France and Italy. Roumania 
owes her independence to the Great Powers, aud failing her voluntary ratification of 
that clause in the solemn compact of nations by which she agreed to grant to the 
Jews therely that which other civilized nations give without grudge or hindrance. we 
have a right, nay, we are bound, to withhold her recognition as an independent Dtate 
and to consign her to the vassalage in which we found her, The Treaty of Berlin 
was based upon the maintenance of peace with honour; those principles must not be 
disregarded. Thanks to Her Majesty's Government we have peace ; honour we cer 
tainly have. I hope and believe that Her Majesty's Government will not allow that 
honour to be tarnished by acknowledging Roumania as a civilised nation 80 long a8 
she continues to sanction acts of intolerance, oppression and injustice such as dis- 
graced the dark ages. 
The Marquis of SALIanuny said,—I felt it would hardly be consistent with 
courtesy if I had declined to accede to the proposal which you were kind enough ” 
make, that we should have a conference on the present occasion. But ! agreed to it 
more from my deference to those whom I was asked to meet than because ! thought 
the present moment was one when, at least on my part, anything useful could be 
said. I am rather in the position of hearing and being bound not to speak. At this 
moment, as you are doubtless aware, the question is in a state of crisis, Propositions 
have been made informally to the Western Powers which do not seem them 
adequate to satisfy the demands of the treaty. When I say propositions have or 
made, I should rather say “ intimations,” because as yet we have not gone beyon 
unofficial and informal communications. But the Roumanian Government has heer 
changed and a month's delay has been afforded, during which it will address “4 
to the task of considering what the proper provisions are by which it can satisfy the 
requirements of the Treaty of Berlin on which the recognition of Roumania depencs. 
At such a moment it woul clearly, I think, be improper for me either to inc 
any opinion as to the precise nature of the so!ution to be obtained—-because — 
would be to bar all useful prospect from conferences and negotiations among its 
various Powers that are concerned in the-matter—or to indicate what the resv q 
would be if no agreement should be arrived at. And there is another considers ‘

ussia, But the fact that she came under the guardianship of the Powers of Europe 
as & whole, and that her practical internal independence was secured to her by a 
diplomatic act, was, as Baron de Worms says, the result of the blood which England 
and France and Italy shed in the Crimea, We have, therefore, a great claim upon 
recognition by the inhabitants of Roumania of the efforte which the Western Powers 
have made, and I do not think that the expression of an opinion, and of a very strong 
opinion, on our part can be looked upon as any undue or unbecoming interference 
with the internal affairs of any people, for we have bought the right to say that 
which we have said. With respect to the future, it is obvious that, in any case, 

utting apart all question of the proceedings of the Powers in the present day, 

umania will be pursuing a course of the greatest unwisdom if she does not heartily 

comply with the stipulations of the Treaty of Berlin, because no one can conceal 
from themselves that the equilibrium of the States in that part of the world is at 
present an unstable equilibrium, and that to give it stability is the great object of the 
diplomacy of the majority of the Powers of Europe at the present time. Bat any 
Power, any State which refuses practically te adhere to the international act by 
which that security and that stability are guaranteed threatens it for the future, 
and if it shouid happen in the course of events that new confusions were to arise 
and that landmarks were again removed, and that Europe had again to take the 
territorial arrangements of any part of that extensive region into its consideration, 
a State like Roumania, owing its existence to the action of other Powers, and 
depending largely now for-its existence upon a strict adherence to international law 
and regard to treaties, would have gravely compromised its own future chance of 
existence if it had treated those treaties with contempt. (Cheers.) Gentlemen, | feel, 
in the presence of so influential a deputation and after the very interesting remarks 
from Baron de Worms, that you may think me somewhat curt if I do not go further 
into the subject, I must only crave your pardon, and plead as the cause that I have 
said quite as much as I think, in the peculiar crisis of the moment and in my position, 
it is my duty to do, and I will only give you the assurance that, as far as I know, the 
feelings of those Powers with whom we are acting in concert have not altered from 
those which they entertained last year. (Cheers.) 

Baron DE Worms said: My Lord, it only remains for me, on behalf of the 
deputation, to tender our most sincere thanks to your lordship for the perfectly clear 
statement we have heard. We feel the difficulty of your lordship's position, and are 
sure that all who can read between the lines will be perfectly satisfied with the 
assurance that the Government will! do all that lies in its power to promote the civil 
and religious liberty of the Jewish popu!ation in Roumania. 


BIRMINGHAM HeBprew Scuoo.is.—tThe following is the Report of Her Majesty's 
Inspector on his recent examination of the Birmingham Hebrew Schools :—Mixed 
School,—Reading good ; dictation well taught ; arithmetic satisfactory ; grammar 
intelligent. The children were attentive, clean and orderly. Infant School.—The 
state of this school reflects great credit.on the mistress ; the instruction is thoroughly 
sound and the order most satisfactory. The Grant amounted to £212 6s., being for 
the mixed school an average of 16s. 6d. for each child presented. In mixed school 
154 were presented out of a total of 169, the absentees being either ill or from home. 
Infants on the books, 120-—average attendance. The Rev.G.J.Emanuel reports on the 
Religious and Hebrew Examination: In the vira rece examination, the averages 
showed a general and satisfactory improvement on last year—which again were in 
advance of 1577—and in the Standards there was a general and satisfactory advance 
except in one, the teacher of which was absent through illness for six entire months. 
All the pupil teachers passed—two well, two fairly, one qualified for provisional certi- 
ficate as teacher, and an assistant master and mistress qualified for their parchments 
as C.T. All were entirely educated in these schools. :

Tur“ MIcHARL Liresoat.—The following account of the services rendered 
during the past quarter by the “ Michael Henry” lifeboat stationed, at Newhaven, is 
iven in the current number of the /i/e Boat, the journal of the National Lifeboat 
nstitution ; “On the 3rd January last, a dismasted vessel having been seen off the 
harbour, the lifeboat ‘Michael Henry’ proceeded out to her. The wind was blowing 
moderately from W.S8.W. and a heavy sea was running. On arriving at the vessel, it 
was found that she had been abandoned by her crew. The lifeboat, with the assist- 
ance of a steam-tug, took her into Newhaven harbour, She was the schooner 
‘Marie,’ of Rostock, bound from Stettin to Exeter, with a cargo of potatoes, On 
the 13th January, at about 7 p.m., it having been reported that a vessel was ashore 
at Porto Bello, about four miles distant from Newhaven, the lifeboat went to her 
assistance. A light S.8.W. wind was blowing at the time, and the weather was 
foggy. She was found to be in considerable danger, being close to the cliffs, and 
the lifeboat therefore remained by her. She proved to be the brigantine ‘True,’ of 
Faversham, bound to Newhaven with coal, At about 2°45 a.m, the sea was breaking 
heavily over her, and, as she was filling with water, the crew, consisting of seven 
men, were taken on board the lifeboat and safely landed at Newhaven,”

JEWISH HOME, 


On Su last the Committee of the Jewish Home presented testimonials to 
Mr. F. D. tta, President of the Home, and Mr. Barrow Emanuel, the Vice- 
President. The testimonial to Mr. Mocatta consisted of a life-size and faithful 
portrait of himself, which is to be hung in the Committee Room of the institution, 
and bears an inscription that the gift “was presented to this institution by the 
members of the Committee as a token of their re and esteem and of their appre- 
ciation of the great interest shown by him in this charity, and especially by his gift 
of these premises,’ The picture was painted by Mr. Mordecai, a young J fn Fr artist, 
who deserves much credit for the admirable way in which he has executed his taak. 
The testimonial to Mr, Emanuel consisted of a pipe and silver tobacco box which also 
bears a suitable inscription, 

Mr. 8. A. GREEN, the past President of the Home, who had been deputed to 
make the presentation, referred to the origin of the “ Jewish Workhouse” (the original 
title of the charity), the trials, troubles and difficulties with which it had been met 
at its starting, which by the exertions of the Committee had now happily disappeared. 
Mr. Mocatta had presided over the institution for five years, and there were not many 
men in the same social position as he who would consent to occupy the chairmanship 
of a commmittee of poor men. The proud position in which the Jewish Home now 
stood was due to Mr. Mocatta, and his handsome gift of £1,600 had much enhanced 
that position. Mr. Green referred in glowing terms to Mr. Mocatta’s active benevo- 
lence, and on behalf of the Committee, formally presented the portrait to him, and 
expressed the wish that he might be spared for many years to enjoy the fruits of his 
benevolent labours. Mr. Green, in a few well-chosen words, also presented to Mr. 
Barrow Emanuel his testimonial, and stated that Mr. Mocatta had done a great service 
to the institution by introducing Mr. Emanuel to them. He assured him that the 
Committee highly appreciated the manner in which he acted as their Vice-Chairman, 
and were grateful for the many services he had rendered to the Home. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarta, who was greeted with loud and continued applause, said : 
I am rather at a loss to know what to say after the many eulogiums which Mr. Green 
has been good enough to shower upon me. It is a very gratifying thing to me to see 
that my humble services are appreciated. I regret that my family circle, through 
indifferent health, are not able to be present here to-day. I must compliment Mr. 
Mordecai on the portrait he has painted. I take a great interest in this institution, 
which had the most humblest beginnings, and if Mr. Green had not struggled hard 
it is quite possible it would never have obtained the position which it now holds. I 
do not think I was right in ousting Mr. Green, who has done so much for the institu- 
tion, and I hope that the time is not far distant when it may be extended, and thus 
effect a greater amount of good. All the success of the institution is due to the 
indefatigable exertions of Mr. Green and the House Committee. The genera! 
management of the institution is so good that it is quite easy for me to preside, My 
heart is in this work, and in tendering you my most heartfelt thanks for your kina- 
ness, I have ta express the hope that the Jewish Home may long continne to flourish. 
(Applause). 

Mr. BArrow EmAnvet, who was loudly cheered, aleo acknowledged in suitable 
terms the presentation which had been made to him. 

Mr. F, D. MocaTrTA then proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Green. Ten years ago 
Mr. Green with a few of his personal friends began their labours and started the 
Jewish Workhouse. They found that in parochial workhouses there were many old 
and infirm Jewish inmates who passed their days away from their kin, with no one of 
their own faith to attend them in their iast moments. Seeing this, Mr. Green and 
his friends started the Jewish Workhouse. It was praiseworthy for rich people to 
make public benefactions, but it implied a higher effort for poor men to do a public 
duty of this sort at the cost not only of much of their time but of those comforts 
which the money they gave might procure them. He thought that was the heroism 
of charity, and was pleased to see it flourish. Mr, Mocatta stated that the inmates were 
admitted without election by the general body of subscribers, but no one was admitted 
without a very strict investigation. All this good work was originated by Mr. Green, 
who still continues to work hard for the institution, and he had much pleasure in 
proposing a vote of thanks to him. 

The vote of thanks was unanimously agreed to, Mr. Green briefly returned 
thanks. 

Those present then partook of some refreshments. The healths of Mr. F. D.

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA, 


— 


Tue fact that the Marquis of Satisnuny, the statesman against whom so 
many unfounded charges have been brought of unfriendliness to the Jews, 
received a deputation from the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of 
Deputies last Friday, and received them in the most courteons and genial 
manner, is in itself a subject of congratulation. What he actually said in 
tis ¥eply to the address previously submitted for his perasal, and to Baron 
pe Worms’s spirited assertion of the rights of his oppressed coreligioniste, 
was very guarded; but note will be taken of the Foreign Secarrany’s 
emphatic declaration, referring to the provision in favour of the Jews inserted 
in the Treaty of Berlin, “ It was a very solemn international act from which 
I do not think the Powers will recede.” 


The words of Lord Sauisnury’s speech are grave and pregnant with 
meaning. Especially weighty are they, as Baron pk Worms said, to those 
who can read between the lines. But if it were possible to add to their 
force, the way in which they were delivered increased their impressiveness, 
Lord Sanispury spoke very slowly, very deliberately, and like a man 
expressing himself under the fullest weight of responsibility. He was 
apparently oppressed with the thought of that helpless population 
of a quarter of a million in the midst of five millions of another people, with 
the minds of the latter poisoned by a degrading fury and embittered by 
atrocious calumnies. He may have heard that, as our Correspondent at 
Jassy tells us in his letter of this week, the 3rd of August was appointed for 
the massacre of the Jews ; as before in their history the 13th of Adar was 
fixed for the extermination of the people. Forewarned is forearmed, and 


the 3rd of Augest will not now be the St. Bartholomew's day of Roumania, | 


None the less does the possibility of such an event being appointed, the fact 
that the fear of it can prevail among a much enduring-race not at all given 
to panic, supply food for anxious reflection to statesmen. If indeed the 
Roumanians should be so mad as to attempt the massacre which some of 

them undoubtedly contemplated, we need not fear for the ultimate result. 
The survivors among the Jews could count upon no surer pledge of emanci- 
pation than the martyrdom of their brethren. It would be impossible to 
restrain the arm of outraged Europe. No civilized people would look with - 
calmness upon the slaughter of the Jews ; and whether Austria acted alone, 
or several Powers sent a contingent, the Principality would lose in a moment 
the liberty it has long abused. Certainly, no protection could be looked for 
from Russia. Anything which weakens and humiliates Roumania is 
agreeable to the Slay Power, and even if she were minded to interfere the 
fighting capacity of Russia at the present moment is limited by her borrow- 
ing power and by internal political causes. The vast fabric of the Empire, 
undermined by disaffection and the strangest forms of social conspiracy, 
would topple down like a house of cards in any conflict with the West. If 
we could wish for evil that good might come no greater blessing in disguise 
would be prayed for than a massacre of Jews in Roumania. But it is not 
to the interest of the Roumanian or of the Russian Government that things 
should go so far, and popular disturbances in Roumania are very much made 
to order. The Roumanian Ministers may try to make E urope believe that 
emancipation will provoke a massacre; they will not permit any sach 
massacre to occur; for if it did come about Roumanian politicians would 
suffer a long exile from power and the country would go through the purify- 
ing process of a military occupation. Whether mere recalcitrance against 
the treaty, unaccompanied by actual bloodshed, will produce the like action 
by the Powers is more doubtful. To continue the legalized forms of Jew- 
baiting, to keep the Jews trembling and in awe, to réb them from time to 
time, and beat and shoot a few of their number in lonely villages, to cuff 
Jewi-h boys at school, and prevent Jewish soldiers in the army from 
rising in rank, to condemn Jews to ignoble oflices by excluding them from 
honourable employments, to force them to herd together in poverty-stricken 
crowds in the cities by expelling them from the rural districts, to punish 
them as vagabonds if poor, and deny them most of the opportunities of 
growing rich, to insult them as unproductive labourers, but forbid them 
strictly to own land, or rent farms, to prohibit them from selling wine or 
tobacco, when the Roumanian does little but drink and smoke, to forbid 
them from selling drugs, from serving on the railways or entering the learned 
professions, all these disabilities in the mass are almost as bad as death, but 
they shock. the conscience of Europe less. They astonish Europe, they 
degrade Roumania in her eyes far below the level to which Roumans seek to 
degrade the unhappy Jews, but it is not certain that they will lead to the 
armed interference of the Powers. It is not certain, but it is possible, 
The Powers when their counse!. is scorned, are apt to find a way of retribu- 
tion without committing themselves very actively. They may not attack, 
but they may cease to protect. On the North, Roumania is confronted by 
the Arctic Colossus ever hungry for land. To the South, are her old 
masters the Turks who would gladly recover their lost subjects. On the 
West, are the Austrians, skilled in adding province to province of a compo- 
site empire. All round yell the turbulent packs of Bulgarians and Serbs. It 
is the will of Europe that holds these hostile forces in the leash. Left to 
themselves the Roumanians would be at the mercy of any one of them. 

On two occasions, in recent history, Lord Satisnury has made remark- 
ably minatory speeches. One stirred London profoundly when it was read 
in the Protocols of the Conference of Constantinople. In that oration, Lord 
Saisuury denounced to the astonished Turks their system of government. 
The ancient allies of England had utterly scorned his coansels, they had 
refused to give way to the voice of united Europe; they had persisted in 
their obstinate negation of progress. Lord Sauispury rose and prophesied 
of the evils that were to befall them; he did not say that England herself 
would be the avenger; he only said the avenging power was at hand; he 
wrote upon the walls Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin. Within a few months 
the Russians were before Constantinople, the Porte lost its fairest provinces, 
and only the intervention of that England whose wishes it had despised 
saved it from a worse fate. | 

Again, on Friday it was our lot to listen to another indictment by the 
same orator, whose words fall with such wonderful power and menace on 
ears that are not wilfully closed against them. He traced the claims that 
Europe has upon the respect and obedience of Roumania, The Turks, at 
least, won their empire by their own prowess, if it was preserved for them by 
others ; but Roumania owes the beginning and continuance of her ricketty, 
and, we fear we must add, unpromising existence to the Powers. The fact 
that her practical internal independence_was secured to her by a diplomatic 
act was, Lord Savissury said, re-affirming a statement of Baron pz Worms, 
the result of the blood which England, France and Italy shed in the Crimea. 
** We have bought the right,” Lord Satispury continued, “to say that which 
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we have said.” What is the direct penalty attached to disobedience to the ROUMANIA. 


will of the Powers, and violation of the obligations of the Treaty of Berlin 
(to which Roumania became a consenting party by accepting her indepen- 
dence and the Dobrudja) Lord Satissvay would not say. “At such a 
moment,” he explained, “it would clearly, I think, he improper for me 
either to indicate any opinion as to the precise nature of the solution to be 
obtained, or to indicate what the results would be if no agreement should be 
arrived at.” So much he said and so much reticence he practised ; but 
Count Bisaanck is less reticent and has declared that the Treaty must be 
fulfilled to the letter, and Lord Sartssvay himself stated that we in England 
were acting in the closest harmony with Germany, as well as with France and 
Italy. As for Austria and Russia, they would prefer to fool the 
Roumanians to the top of their bent till the crisis comes by which the 
neighbours of Roumania would profit. Bat, although Lord Saxispory 
would not indicate the immediate result of resistance on the part of Roumania 
against the will of the Powers, he uttered wor is of contingent menace which 
will remind us all of that forecast of his at the Conference of Constan- 
tinople which had so striking a tulfilment. He said: 


“ With respect to the future, it is obvious that in any case, putting apart all 
question of the proceedings of the Powers in the present day, Roumania will be 
pursuing a course of the greatest unwisdom if she does not heartily comply with 
the stipulations of the Treaty of Berlin, because no one can conceal from themselves 
that the equilibrium of the States in that part of the world is at present an unstable 
equilibrium, and that to give it stability is the great object of the diplomacy of the 
majority of the Powers of Europe at the present time. But any Power, any State 
which refuses practically to adhere to the international act by which that security 
and that stability are guaranteed threatens it for the future, and if it should happen 
in the course of events that new confusions were to arise and that landmarks were 
again removed, and that Europe had again to take the territorial arrangements of 
any part of that extensive region into its consideration, a State like Roumaunia, 
owing ite existence to the action of other Powers, and depending largely now for its 
existence upon a strict adherence to international law and regard to treaties, would 


have gravely compromised its own future chance of existence if it had treated those 
treaties with contempt.” 


Let us hope that with the advantage of hearing this declaration before, 
instead of after, the event, that, with these grave cautions ringing in their ears, 
Roumanian politicians will for once be statesmen. Political levity and social 
frivolity find their chosen home in the Principality, but this crisis in its fate 
may perhaps teach seriousness and sincerity to its councillors. The situation 
is the more serious because Servia, which we all thought ready to do com- 
plete justice, has halted in the honourable path she had marked out for herself, 
unfavourably affected by the sinister echoes of that shameful agitation which 
has been stirred up in Roumania. The accusations there made, and the 
groundless fears there expressed of ruining a country by giving the common 
rights of mankind to some thousands of its inhabitants, have naturally 
affected the neighbouring State. The Servians have paused to see whether 
other men rea'ly believe these vaticinations; and if the baseless sugges- 
tions of ignorance and malice are acted -on in the one Principality 
they will have the like force in the other. The fate of the Jews in 
Servia as well as in Roumania hangs upon the decision of the next month,

Doubtless our own venerated Curer Rasa will authorize some special | 


prayers to be offered for the trembling thousands of our coreligionists in 
that hot-bed of slander and persecution by the lower Danube. But, while 
we pray, let us not forget to put our shoulders to the wheel. Let us work 
and watch as well. as 

All over the world, throughout Europe, throughout America, and in the 
colonial homes of our loyal and sympathetic brethren who have emigrated to 
new lands where religious freedom has never been questioned, one day, or a 
certain hour on a certain day, should te appointed for prayer and humilia- 
tion, so that the Christians among whom we live should ask what it is that 
has eo profoundly affected their Jewish fellow-citizens. Then we should 
make known to those non-Jewish neighbours whose esteem we possess and 
prize, the danger and the distress of 200,000 or 250,000 innocent people in 
Roumania, and how the next month is to decide whether they shall live as 
dogs or as human beings. We should be sure of sympathy; a great mora] 
force would be generated in the world; and in the presence of some mighty 
expression of that generous sentiment, Bratrano himself might become 
afraid, and the propagators of disorder who are hired to harass the peace of 
the Principality, might be silenced, The duty is to rescue a people from a 


living tomb; and no effort should be spared to win allies in so sacred a 
cause,

Roumania, a precedent should be set for questioning the binding forge of 
Earopean law as declared at the Congress of Berlin. 

“For the purpose of diminishing the displeasure everywhere aroused throy 
the opposition of the Chambers of Kevision, the Roumanian Minister of Forei, 
Affaire, M. Campineanu, has despatched to the Roumanian agents abroad , 
cirenlar note, dated Jaly 9, which practically begs that the Powers should leays 
the long deferred solution of the Jewish question absolutely in the hands of the 
Roumanien Chambers. A short examination of this circular will be sufficient to 
show the baselessness uf the arguments employed. M. Campineacu admits that 
a great number of Jews of Spanish origin have lived in the country for centuries, 
They, having become fully assimilated with the Roumanian population, attained 
in 1848 fall equality which was shorily afterwards withdrawn from them. When 
in 1866, the Jewish question came up again, equality could not be granted to 
the Spanisli Jews because, says M. Campineanu, they had in the meanwhile 
adopted the spirit and tendencies of the Polish Jews who since 1848 had 
wandered into Moldavia. M.Campineana does not support this assertion, which 
is so repugnant to every logical and physiological consideration, with anythi 
to show how it is possible that a class of people, setiled for centuries in the 
country and once fully identified with the Roumanians, could in the course of 
20 years change their whole being, and assume the spirit and tendencies of that 
which ia in the Minister's view an invaling mob. Equally faulty is the farther 
assertion that the Jews in Roumania formerly enjoyed full freedom of movement, 
that they had absolutely independent administration for themselves in the midet 
of the State, and were cnabled to con-titute a strong political association with 
kindred bodies connected with it in every country. 

“* What sort of freedom of u ovement the Jewa enjoy is shown by the map 
exclusive laws by which the right to settle ia the country districts, the right 
to acquire real property of envy kind, and the practice of many brauches of 
industry are devied to them. The independent administration of the Jewis 
congregations was prohibited by the Ministerial ordinance of 3 (15) July, 1862 
and the same ordinance rendered it exceediogly difficult for the Jewish commu,’ 
nities to fouud echovls, and so prevented the assimilation of the want of which 
M. Campineana so grievously complains. As to the pretended political associa- 
tion of the Roumanian Jews, we mast ask with astonishmeut, what political 
aims a population can seek which do:s not possess the lowest political rights 
aud which is deprived of all scope for political activity. That in the course of 
this century a numerous Jewish immigration has arrived in the country ia true, 


* but the error of the assertion that the Jews came to Roumania for the sake of 


cheating and usury, that they contribute nothing to the development and pro- 
duction of the country, was strikingly manifested in the speech which M. 
Epureanu, former President of the Constituent Assembly, on 7 (19) March, 
1879, pronounced in the Senate; “ When a Roumanian proprietor,’ said M. 
Epureanu, ‘ wished to establish a market-place he encouraged many Jews to 
come, each of whom had to practise some trade. Now,in the course of 30 or 
40 years these market-places have, in consequence of the settlement of the Jews, 
developed into large towns, where farmers and country people find what they 
require for their homes and their agricultural operations, and even capital. The 
most important occupations, even those of doctors and apothecaries, are there 
exercised by Jews’ (Moniteur Ojiciel, No. 49). — 

“The Jews in Moldavia have gained the portion of the capital of the land 
which is in their hands through worthy and productive labour, they first gave 
form to commerce in Moldavia, which previously had a most primitive character, 
they brought it into a flourishing condition, and showed tiemselves to be the 
civilizing element. 

“Even if it is trae, as M. Campineanu asserts, that Jewish loans weigh 
upon a great portion of the Moldavian estates, we can find no cause for fear in 
this.. Those landed proprietors, who have borrowed capital for productive ends, 
have no cause to fear the loss of their land. Those who have borrowed for 
other reasone, are bad husbandmen from whom a rational mauagement of their 
estaies is not to be hoped, aud it would only be for the advantage of the 
country, if their property were to pass into industrious and diligent havds. 

“ The assertion of M. Campineanu that if the Jews were admitted to the 
right of acquiring landed property a disorganization of the electoral constitaen- 
cies, and a kind of dualism of tendencies, would follow, has no foundation. The 
Jew, who as a landed proprictor is attached to the Jand by possessing I, not 
only has the same intentions and tendencies as the Christian praprictor, but 1s 
unquestionably a much better and more useful citizen than that Christian bojar 
whose property is mortgaged over and over again, and whose existence 18 ouly 
distingnished in name from the hand-to-mouth life of the proletarian, — , 

“When M. O.mpineanu asserts that the solution of the Jewish questioa 10 
the sense of the Berlin Treaty would conjure up dangers for the unity an 
nationality of Roumania, we can oppose to this uufounded statement no better 
answer than the followivg extracts from the speech of M. Carp, ove of the most 
enlightened of Roumanians, delivered on June 29, 1875, as Minister of Pabite 
Worship in the Roumanian Chamber : ‘ Do you believe,’ asked M. Carp, ‘that 
you can regulate the Jewish question by exceptional laws and ordinances ? You 
cannot. All your restrictive measures have up to the present moment profit r 
you not one whit. Do you know how you can solve this question? | will te 
you. One evening we were debating in the Junimea Society in Jassy © the 
Jewish question, without being abie to come to an understanding Upon o 
When we weie making our way home, we observed a poor Jew, who, at o'cloe 
in the morning, was sitting by the light of a lamp at his handiwork, while ee 
a tavern close by three Roumanian workmen tumbled out, drunken and s'ngi! 
patriotic songs. I called the attention of my comrades to this contrast, wa 
the words : ‘ here, that is the Jewish question. Do you wish to undertake t : 
contest against the Jews successfully ? Then be industrious, sober, economics’, 
as they are, and you will have nothing to fear.’ What I said then, gentleme? 
I repeat to-day : ‘ The solution of the Jewish question lies in industrial compe 
tition.’” (Moniteur Officiel, Ne. 159).

The discussion of the Jewish question in the Roumanian Pariiament, wi 

no ultimate result, has brought about a crisis throughout the country. 

| Government, seeicg that they could not put themselves in accord either 
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proposals of the Commissions, or with those brought forward by the Dele- ) 
tes of each of the Sections of both Chambers, have at last placed their resig- 
nations in the hands of Prince Charles. Tie President of the Chamber ef Depu- 
ties, M Rosetti, who also resigned, waa re-elected with 73 votes out of 79; 42 
members abstained from voting. M. Bratiano has, meanwhile, been entrusted by 
the Priace with the important charge of pry 5 new Ministry ; bat op to the 
moment I write this his endeavours have not n crowned with success. M. 
Campineanu, Minister for Foreiga Affairs, iomediately after the fall of the 
Ministry, addressed a circular note to its representatives abroad, calling their 
serious attention to the great perils and ioconveniences which might arise to the 
country from a complete emancipation of all Jews. I have endeavoured, as you 
will perceive, to sketch in genera] outlines the sitaation as itis now here, A few 
additional words from me will be sufficient, I hope, to convince you that the 
Government have deliberately and artificially conjured up this situation, in order 
to deceive Europo respecting their real intentious. 


It is no secret any more that the Government, apparently countesancing 
and supportiog the demands of Europe in the Chambers, secretly encouraged 
the so-called opposition (consisting, it may well be noted, of conservatives and 
liberals) to offer the greatest resistance possible ; they have also organized 
systematic agitation in the districts and couatry villages, exciting the populace 
against the peaceable Jewish inhabitants, in order to come forward afterwards 
to Europe, as they previously did, with the well-founded pretext, that it is 
impossible for thei to go against the feeling of the country, which they sa 
su strongly manifests iteclf in connection with the selution of the Jewish 


- question, In proof of the accuracy of my statements, the following cases may 


serve for illustration. On the 18th of this month a man named Alleacu, a 
lawyer, was wandering about in the district of Vaslui, calling together the 
peasantry, and exciting them by violent speech against the Jews, depicting as he 
did the situation of the country as one of the most unfortunate in which 
it ever bas been. He has since, it is true, been arrested. The 3rd of 
August is spoken of as the day fixed for a general rising against the Jews. It 
is even asserted that som¢ high personages are not strangers to this mnanaavring. 
I pray unto God that I may be wrong! A petition is circulating in our town 
among Christians, praying that naturalization may not be granted to Jews. This 
petition will be forwarded to the Chambers. The same game has found imitators 
jn olher towns, In fact, i could produce tnany instances of thia sort. 


Now, about the Government themselves. If the Government are sincere, if 
they do not mean to deceive Europe, how is it, 1 ask, that they did not come 
forward with a counter-proporal themselves, with a chance of its being accepted 
by the Chambers? The Government, as is weil kuown, at first- commanded 
a majority vf more than two-thirds in the Chambers. How is it that they suddenly 
lost that majority consisting of the national liberale, their most z-alous 
supporters? ‘The first part of my letter gives a safficient reply. ,

The bitter spirit of hatred shown towards tho Jews by certain classes of 
Roumanians will again, I fear, show itself by active persecution. The system 
of 1866, of arresting Jews for “ vagabondaze,” has been renewed this time with 
still more rigour. In 1866 it was the Revolution that ended in the closer 
union of Wallachia and Moldavia, uoder the common naine of Roumania, which 
brought about a confusio: in the minds of the Roumaniaas; the Jewish question 
haviog always been wade ure of asthe stalking horse of the diiferent parties. 
It ia the Jew who has had always to expiate the political sine of Roumania. 
‘The Art, 7, the source of so much sorrow and evil to the Jews, a disgrace to the 


present century, and the source of the pressut critical state of Roamania, 


was then introduced in the Roumanian Constitntion. Europe, assembled in 
Congress at Berlin, anxious to put an end to straggles which from to time had 
disturbed the East and the peace of the Continent, had not lost sight of the 
Jews of Roumania as being one of the oppressed nationalities of the Kast. The 
International Treaty of the 13th July, 1878, has created many obligations for 
Servia and Roumania, io retarn for valaatie cencessions made in territory and 
otherwise, Roumania, unlike Servia, ber neighbour, availed herself of the cou- 
cessions made, while she umitted fulfilling part of the obligations dependent on 
those concessions, Europe protests. Roumania answers oy still more oppress- 
ing the Jews. Under the pretext of their being “ vagabonds,” many Jews have 
been arrested and others have been sent across the frontier, Even some who 
have temporarily left Koumania on basiness have not been permitted to return. 
This will icodicate the spirit in which Roumania recognizes her duty towards the 
Jews. The present state of things will entail much misery upon the Jews. 
The worst feature in these proceedings is that the miser 


entailed upon 
unoffending law-abiding Jews is done in the name of the law. This petty 


persecution, I fear, will increase, whatever may. be the result of the present 


crisis. The Roumanian official class well kaow how to practically reader uuga- 
tory all endeavours to obtain an amelioration of the condition of the Jews. The 
Roumanians have the most extraordinary notions of what constitutes a 


“vagabond,” the evidence of religion forming an important element in their 
judgment. 


The emancipation of the Jews of Roumania is now more remote than ever. 
The new Ministry, composed of Cogaluiceano, Lecca, Cretzuleseo, Verniscu, with 
M. Bratiano, at their head, have already made known: their programme. 
Unhappily, it does not correspond at all with the wishes of Europe. The Chambers 
will be prorogued for a month, im order to leave time to the Government on the 
one hand to put themselves in accord with Europe, and to allow, on the other 
hand, the Deputies to consult their constituents again. The division by cate. 
gories is ore Persons of all denominations, without distinction, will have, 7 
each separately, to petition the Chambers for naturalization. The details, the 
mode of procedure fur obtaining naturalization are kept secret. The programme 
of the Government is ridiculous in the extreme. The Jews atil! look with hope- 


fulness towards the future, but if pressure does net come from without, all hope 
for the Jews, in my opinion, is but vain.

The North German Gazetie of this evening, in an article upon the Roumanian 
question, points out that while the Great Powers themselves have left nothin 

tndone that could testify to their respect for the decisions of the Berlin Congress, 
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the Roumanian Government has thought it might evade eubmiesion in principle 
to the will of Evrope. It adds: 

“In a recent Circular Note, M. Campineanu, the Roumanian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, again attem to enter into a sort of controversy with the Great Powers 
on the subject of the decisions of the Congress. The necessity of upholding the 
dignity of those decisions forbids any such after-discussion, under any circumstances ; 
and it can scarcely be doubted that this view has everywhere been taken of the 
circular, which, however, as far as we know, has not been officially communicated 
to the German Government. The programme of the newly-formed Government in 
Roumania expresses a readiness to settle the Jewish question in the spirit of the 
decisions of the Congress, and Roumania’s own interests require that the fulfilment 
of this intention should not again meet with obstruction from the Parliamentary 
intrigues of party men. It will not do to console oneself with the thought that 
there can be no intention of using force to compel the execution of the decisions of 
the Congress, and that Roumania may therefore venture to continue her resistance. 
It is a condition of existence for a modern State that it should bow to the laws of 
international right. Roumania woald jeopardise the present and sacrifice her future 
if, with inconceivable pride, she should dream of placing herself permanently outside 
the sphere of normal international relations.”

Party spirit is very selfish and bitter in Roumania, and the people at large 
do not care whether the present abnormal diplomatic situation between certain 
Great Powers and Roumania is continued or not; on the other band, they are 
personally and pecuniarily interested in preventing the Jows of the Principality 
from acquiring the rigut to hold real estate ia the rural districts, inasmuch as a 
great part of the real estate is already mortgaged to the Jewish usurers, and 
these mortgeges would soon be foreclosed if their holders could pussess the 
lands in their own right. Ic is. trae that money-lenders can get higher returne 
from loans at veurious rates of interest than would be derivable from landed 
property, but Jewish human nature is like other human nature, and the Jows 
would delight in becoming landed proprietors simply because they have hitherto 
been deprived of this privilege. In fact, | have frequently been asked with 
manifest interest by Jewish capitalists at Bucharest if I thought the Powers 
woald really procure them the right to hold landed property in Roumania, The 
policy of the new conglomerate Cabinet will oppose all enfranchise nents en 
masse. it will alhere to the principle of individual admissions of foreigners to 
citizenship in Roumania, and to restricting their right to hold landed property 
within certain limits to be fixed by future legislation, and to the Jewish popula- 
tion being regarded as foreigners until admitted individually to citizenship. 
The whole question turns upon the means devised for granting Roumanian 
citizenship. If they are liberal and reasonably easy of application, the Powers 
can scarcely demaud more without being more exacting than appears jast and 
reasonable to the unprejudiced foreigners residiug in Roumania and familiar 
with the complicated questions atising from the relations between the classes of 
the population affected by the provisions of the Treaty of Berlin.

Affairs in Roumania are taking precisely the course which I have all along 
expected. The great Powers will acquiesce in the proposal for a lengthened 
Parliamentary recess, partly on the ground that such a step would tend to appease 
the excitement still prevailing in Roumania, and partly beeause it would enable 
the Powers to agree upon some settlement of Article 44 of the Berlin Treaty, in 
reference to the freedom of the Jews. Austria is quite willing to have thie matter 
decided in Constitutional form, even if it should take a longer time than was at 
first expected, and she does not wish to force Roumania to come to a decision, on 
account of the possibility of the authority of the Government over the people 
being thereby weakened. This feeling is evidently extending amongst the other 
Powers, and especially Germany ; though the latter is credited with caring at 
least as much for the railway question as for the emancipation one. M. Stourdza’s 


railway propositions have up to the present time not been sufficiently definite to 
ensure their acceptance, 


BERLIW, JULY 24. 

A singular spectacle is presented just now in Roumania. The Bratiano 
Ministry, not being supported by a majority of the Chamber of Deputies in 
carrying out Article 44 of the Berlin Treaty, by which the civil equality of mem- 
bers of all confessions is enacted, have tendered their resiguations, The Preési- 
dent of the House has adopted the same course. But the party in the majority, 
arrogant as is their demeanour, refuse office, and would thus unreasonably impose 
upon their Liberal opponents the humiliation of expressing a policy inconsistent 
with their principles and the responsibility of defying the will of the Powers. 
The Ministers, on the other hand, instead of following the constitutional course, 
indicated by such circumstances, of dissolving the Chamber, have addressed 
themselves to the Powers to urge that the peculiar circumstances prevailing in 
Roumania render a strict fulfilment of the article in question altogether 
impracticable. The emancipation of Roumanian Jews is, it is argued, an 
impossibility, inasmuch as, being creditors of the Roumanian landowners, 
they would then be in a position to enforce their claims by a seizure of 


g | their debtors’ estates, and thus, possibly themselves become landowners. 


The plea is, to say the least,a naive one. The Roumanian Christians are, it 
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appears, willing enough to borrow money of their Jewish fellow-countrymen, 
but not willing to a we due security for the same. Loud complaints have 
been made of Jewish usury. Surely the best remedy for this is to offer their 
creditors better security. The Jews would soon reduce their rate of interest had 
they the power to possess themselves of the properties of their debtors in case 
of non- ent of their dues. But if the Christians are so jealous of the reten- 
tion of land in their own hands the natural result of the new order of thin 

would be a carefulvess to avoid obligations to Jewish neighbours. This would 
involve their taking an active part in the cultivation of their properties, so as to 
increase the productive power of the soil, instead of leaving them to the mercy 
of careless, ignorant, sad lveepencibie stewards and servants, as is too often the 
case. They would have to remain at home instead of wasting their substance, 
as the Bojars often do, in every capital of ayer Such a change, by increasing 
the well-being and sense of independence of the landowners, would be of 
immense benefit to the country altogether, and the Article in question would be 
hereafter acknowledged by those now opposed to it as an unqualified blessing.

Public opinion in the og | has become much more moderate on the subject, 
and it is probable that the Roumanian Cabinet will be able to carry out the 
policy demanded by the Powers without any danger of internal conflicts. 
fn an extra edition, dated the 25th ult., the Jsraelit of Mayence says: “ Most 
lamentable intelligence reaches us from Roumania through a trustworthy source ; 
the persecutions of the Jews of 1468 are being repeated, and, we grieve to add, 
at the command and instigation of the Government. Under pretence that 
vagabonds must be conveyed across the frontier, most respectable Israelites who 
maintain themselves honourably are seized, put in chains, and transported. 
Already weak and sick persons Ban died in consequence of the ill-usage and 
transport, The most absolute distress prevails. We entreat all influential co- 
religions to induce the European Governments. through their representatives, to 
put a stop to this fearful, inhuman persecution.” 


A correspondent of the Times gives the following careful survey of the 
Jewish question in Roumania : 


The state of the Jewish question in Roumania is very natural and, at the same time, very dis- 
creditable to human nature. If there exists in any half-civilized community a smaller community 
arted from the genera] body by a marked difference of race, language, or religion, the smaller body 
almost certain to be visited with the hate and scorn of its neighbours. If the members of this 
smaller community are more industrious than those among whom they live, this virtue does not in 
the least protect them, but, on the contrary, supplies jealousy as an additional motive for persecution. 
The cygnet in Hans Andersen's story was treated with much contempt by the ducklings; the Eng- 
lish in China are loathed as reJ-haired barbarians, there are still found people in London to protest 
against the employment of German clerks in houses of business. Most of us instinctively distrust 
those who are unlike ourselves or strangers to us; but reason teaches nations which are really 
advanced on the path of civilization to make use of every clement of strength and to give all acom- 
mon interest in the stability of political institutions by taking care that these institutions should 
secure freedom of development to al!. It must be confessed that the duty of admitting the Jews to 
the benefits of the State was discovered at acomparatively recent epoch even among Western nations. 
It is not surprising that the discovery has not been independently made by the peasant proprietors 
who, through their delegates, govern Roumania. The autonomy which this Principality enjoys was, 
however, wholly the gift of the Great Powers, and the Powers have enjoined that the Jewish traders 
and handicraftemen of the Principality shall share, equally with the other inhabitants, in the privi- 
leges of self-government. Against this stipulation in favour of the minority the majority continue 
wo protest; but Lord Salisbury said to the deputation which waited on him on Friday that if, in 
making their recognition of a great poliical change dependent upon certain modifications of the 
internal laws of the country, the Powers adopted an unusual or even an unprecedented course, “ it 
was a great homage to the principles which all the civilized nations of Kurope now recognize ; and, 
he added, “ it was a very solemn international act, from which I do not think the Powers will recede.” 
The Jewish question in Roumania did not enter upon an acute stage till thirteen years ago—pre- 
cisely the date at which the reign of a German Prince in the State began. It is needless to say that 
Prince Charles was no party to the persecution of the Jews. The agitation against the Jews was 
really directed against Prince Charles himself. The greater umber of the Jews in the Principality 
speak German, Just as the Jews driven from Spain by the Inquisition carried the Spanish language 
with them to Constantinople, Tetuan, and Bucharest,so the German Jews in their wanderings 
through Russia, or, by a more direct route, to Moldavia, preserved an archaic form of German as 
their common speech, while they retained Hebrew as the language of their prayers. It was an elec- 
toral mancuvre to excite the populace against the Jews, and when the synagogue at Bucharest was 
burnt in 1866, Prince Charles himself subscribed towards repairing it. In Roumania Russian agents 
were accused of having stimulated the disorder, and on every recurrence of riot, as, for example, in 
1872, when Jews were plundered, outraged, and killed in Ismail, Cahul, and Vilcow, Roumanians pro- 
foased to trace a Russian hand at work, Whether the intrigue was of na‘ive or of foreign origin, the 
mob was successfully roused, and the scenes which disgraced mediwval Kurope were repeated in 
Roumania. The status of the Jews in the Principalities was peculiar. The value of the modern 
composite nationality called Rouman or Wallach as a bar to Slavic aggréssion was first recognizea 
by Europe in 1856. By the Treaty of Paris and by a subsequent Convention the two Danubian pro- 
vinces of Moldavia and Wallachia were withdrawn from the oppressive protectorate of Russia, and, 
while they still remained tributary to the Porte, were allowed to choose their own Hospodars, By 
their own will the two provinces became united under one Hospodar; and when he was forced to 
abdicate, Prince Charles was chosen in his stead. The international acts by which their existence 
as seipl-independent States, vassals of Turkey, was guaranteed to the usited Principalities provided 
that all Moldavians and Wallachians should be equal before the law, before the tax-collector, and 
equally admissible to public employments. Moldavians and Wallachians of ali Christian denomina- 
tions were to enjoy political rights. The extension of these rights to the followers of other creeds 
was left tointernal legislation. But the provisions of the Powers were disregarded by those Molda- 
vians and Wallachians who held political privileges, They not only did not exercise their fac :Ity of 
admitting the Jews who lived in Moldavia and Wallachia to the citizenship, but they even deprived 
the Jewish inhabitants of the provinces of some of the rights of property. Thus, in Roumania, as 
the country formed by the union of Moldavia and Wallachia came in 1866 to be called, the Jews are 
made incapable by law of possessing houses, Jand, or any real property in the country districts; they 
are not allowed to rent farms; they are not allowed to farm the octroi in rural districts, nor to keep 
taverns, nor to sell tobacco, In the towns they are not allowed to possess houses as freeholds or to 
acquire any real pees ty They are not allowed to become professors, advocates, apothecaries, nor 
to hold posts in the public medical service or on the railways. Although they are subject to com pul- 
sory military service, they are not permitted to rise above the grade of sub-lieutenant. Whole com- 
munities of Jews have frequently been expelled from their homes in virtue of communal laws by the 
local authorities, At Vaslui,in 1877, the expulsions were made in the dead of winter, ana with so 
short a notice, that several of those driven out perished in the srow. [llewal violence, plunder, and 
assassination have frequently been added to these professedly Jeg«] enactments, an t the Courts have 
shown that justice did not exist for the Jewsain Roumania. [he disabilities as to holding land were 
ruled to extend to foreign Jews, subjects of the Treaty Powers. All Jews, whether or not subjects 
of the Powers, were held by the Courts to be foreigners, and by a Constitution framed in 1866 they 
were declared incapable of naturalization. ‘The Plenipotentiaries at Berlin determined to put an end 
to these extraordinary violations of common justice and of the express letter of treaties, Accord- 
ingly they made their recognition of Roumania as an independent State cenditional upon her alter- 
ing her laws so as to admit the Jews to all rights of citizenship, civil or political, and stipulated at 
the same time that no distinction should be made in Roumania between, oe example, Austrian Jews 
and Austilan Christians, A loyal compliance with these conditions of her independence is sti!! 
deferred by Koumania. 

Instead of the full measure of emancipation in exchange for recognition of her independence, 
Roumania makes offers which are utterly illusory. Thus, it was first proposed to defer emancipa- 
tion altogether for ten years, and then to admit to the citizenship one Jew at a time, by special Act 
of the Legislature. Now the proposal is made that emancipation shall be confined to certain classes 
of Jews. The emancipated are to be only those who have served in the army, those who have taken 
ny me for learning, those who have established factories, those who have given large donations 
to charities, or those who have published works in the Ronmanian language. Koumanian literature 
is not yet illustrious in Kurope, but it happens that there isa Jewish poet who writes in Roumanian, 
and a Jewish philologer who has made important investigations into the origin of the Wallachian 
language. He, however, prefers to reside in Berlio. This last clause would admit but a learned 
few to the franchise.. ‘The 4th clause is so framed as to exclude the descendants of the great public 
benefactors, Hillel Manoach, and others, who enriched the hospitals in Koumania by will. The 
third qualification will be hailed with pleasure, as holding out a premium to education; but educa- 
tion generally is backward in Roumania, and the attendance of the Jews at public schools is system- 
atically discouraged and rendered disagreeable to the pupils. The qualification of military service 
would enfranchise a larger number than any other. The military law dates from 1868, and before 
that date, as elsewhere in Turkey, Jews did not serve in the army. The provision would therefore 

admit to the suffrage ef men of the younger generation, and as Jews are disqualified from 
attaining military rank they have preferred, whenever they had the means. to pay a substitute 
instead of serving in the army themselves. The total number of the Jews admitted by virtue of 
these five qualifications would be insignificant, and they necessarily involve the evil of re-aifirming 
on authority the political distinction between Jew: and Christians which has been already a kind of 
justification and “point d’appui” of agitatora. It is not suprising to tiad Lord Salisbury declaring 
that the propositions are inadequate. Some allowance may be made for Roumanian statesmen. 
Many > thos who are now at the head of affairs aided to raise the prejudice against the Jews, and 
they will now risk their popularity by opposing it. But to oppose it is their duty, and if they have 


reata at heart t will sincerely labour to allay the bitter and bitter) 
It is said, too, that many of the estates in Moldavia 
~- mortgaged to Jews. How land can be mortgaged to s incapable of foreclosing is hard to 
— rstand ; but of course the new rights of holding land which are to be conferred upon Jew, 
on nt not to be retrospective in the sense of altering the terms of contracts made under a difforent 
state of the law. If, in futare, the bojars mortgage their lands and lose them in consequence, the 
State will obtain more thrifty cultivators, and cannot but gain by the substitution, | Neither 
this consideration nor any of those urged in M. Campineanu 8 note, of which the “Times” gave an 
analys's last week, supplies any good case for continuing to deny the Jews the rights promised to 
en by the Treaty of Rerlin. The trac way in which Roumanians should ap roach the Jewish 
uestion was indicated in the statesmanlike speech of a Minister of Roumania, M. Carp, when he 
escribed the sight he saw on his return from a political club at which the Jewish question had been 
discussed till 3 o’clock in the morning. [n one house a Jew was at work at some handicraft by the 
light of a lamp; next door was a wine-shop, from which staggered three Roumanian citizens, singing 
patriotic songs. “There,” said M. Carp, “is the Jewish question. If you wish to oppose the Jews 
with success, be laborious, sober, economical. The solution of the Jewish question lies in competing 
by your industry with the Jewish workmen.”

The indecision of the Cabinet on the Jewish emancipation question con- 
tinues. The general belief, however, is that the Government will watch the 
course adopted by the Powers towards Roumania in reference to this same 
matter, waiting to ascertain whether the European Governments make conces- 
sions to Roumania, or refuse to recognize the independence of that country, 
should she fail to comply with her obligations under the Treaty of Berlin. The 
Servian Ministry would then, it is believed, take action accardiugly. 


The Paris correspondent of the Daily Telegraph quotesa malicious letter of the 
Belgrade correspondent of the Russian journal, the Golos. Up to the present time, 
the correspondent of the Golos observes, there were but few Israelites in Servia, 
The law did not fovour them, and they were not allowed to buy land. Driven 
thus to seek refuge in business that was not usally held in esteem, they were 
unable to overcome the hostility with which they were regarded. But at 
Belgrade there has been a regular influx of Jews, since the Congress of Berlin, 
thanks to M. Waddington’s efforts, has opened up Servia to them. These Jews, 
on their arrival, immediately took up the trades which they prefer. The Skupt- 
china has categorically refused to submit to the decision of the Berlin Oongress 
so far as the Israelites are concerned. It refers thie question to the great 
Skuptchina which will meet at a date not yet fixed. Meanwhile, adds the 
correspondent of the Golos, the Jews keep swarwiog in.

THe LATE GrAcomMO DinA.—The Rome correspondent of the 7ines writes: “The 
Opinione newspaper has during the last 30 years been so often honourably quoted in 
the 7imes, and, in fact, in all the leading papers of Europe, that a brief notice of 
Giacomo Dina, who was its editor.in chief and director from almost the date of its 
foundation, may not be uninteresting. Indeed, I fee! convinced that I am but 
expressing, with my own, the sentiment of all your correspondents who have written 
from Italy during that period that some slight tribute in your columns is due to the 
memory of one from whom they invariably received the greatest courtesy, and, 
whenever they reyuired it, the most cordially rendered assistance and information. 
But his memory has a far higher claim than our recognition of his personal merits; 
he was one of the most illustrious of Italian journalists, and through the columns of 
the Opinione he exercised a decided and beneficial influence on the destinies of his 
country. Trusted by Count Cavour, who, recognizing his honesty and independence 
of character, held him in high esteem as a friend and companion rather than as an 
instrument to the accomplishment of his grand programme, Dina, through the 
Opinione, became not only the faithful interpreter of that great statesman's policy 
but its staunch supporter when many others doubted. He wrote strenuously in 
favour of Cavour's idea of taking part in the Crimean war, foreseeing and foretelling 
the advantages Italy would derive through that participation. By La Marmors, also, 
Dina was held in affectionate regard, and that distinguished General and Minister 
on one occasion gave public utterance to the respect he felt for him and the services 
his pen had rendered to the Italian cause. Giacomo Dina was born at Turin, in the 
month of August, 1824, of Jewish parents, of moderate means, After having 
completed his studies in the Colonna College, where he distinguished himself by the 
intense love he manifested for the study of Biblical literature and philosophy, h2 
became secretary to the distinguished Orientalist Lelio Cantoni, of Mantua, the 
Chief Rabbi of the Jewish University of Turin, and at the same time commenced an 
ardent study of foreign languages and political economy, succeeding go well that in 
a comparatively short time he was able to read Goethe's ‘Faust’ and Byron: 
‘Don Juan’ in the originals, In 1847, Giovanni Lanza, afterwards Prime Minister. 
Massimo Cordero di Montezemolo, Carlo Pellati, and others, founded the Opinione 
newspaper, and Dina was engaged a3 a writer of political and financial articles, to 
become a few months later its editor in chief on the retirement of Aurelio Bianchi- 
Giovini, to whom the direction had first been confided. From that tims Dina’s life 
became merged in that of the paper, and in the events of the resurrection of his 
country, for which—comparatively unheard-of behind his editorial desk—he fought 
as steadily with the pen as others did with the sword, and that equally at the expens? 
of his life. Over-wrought with excessive work, he was struck with paralysis at th» 
end of 1877, when only in his 53rd year; and other attacks following at intervals 
he died at Turin on Thursday, the 17th ult. In March, 1867, he was returned to 
Parliament, sitting for Imola uatil {870, and from that year until 1876 for Citta di 
Castello ; but in entering Parliament he had no intention of seeking new distinction 
there. As the editor of the Opinione he had all he desired, He neither was nor 
wished to be anything more than ajournalist. To have made the Opinione what it is 
was sufiicient boast for him, and the position that paper has gained, the authority it 
possesses, and the influence it exercises afford the amplest proof of his ability, It is 
justly considered the leading organ of the Right, but Dina never permitted it to 
become, like the great majority of the Italian papers, the mere servant of a party. 
His aim was to make it the expression of Italian, not sectional, opinion ; and hence 
it was often, as, in fact, it is at the present moment, the indicator of the course the 
Right should follow, rather than the dumb reflector of what others had determined. 
When, for instance, the September Convention was signed, Dina looked upon the 
removal of the capital to Florence as the accomplishment of a stage, not, as many of 
the party considered it, the completion of a journey. He was a man of extensive 
culture, well-balanced mind, and tolerant of the opinions of others. A limpid and 
powerful writer, he was able to inflict severe punishment with his pen, and, when 
necessary, used it with unsparing rigour; but, even in the hottest strife of political 
controversy, he never overstepped the boundaries of what is permissible in argument 
and what was due to the position of the paper he conducted. His conduct in this 
respect is recognized as having afforded an example to Italian journalists, and it may 
be claimed for him to have done more than any other political writer in Italy to 
maintain the dignity and raise the tone of the Italian Press. How much this was 
his desire was manifested by the interest he took in the welfare of the recently- 
established ‘Associazione della Stampa Italiana,’ of which he was one of the Vice- 
Presidents. and to which he has left a legacy of 1,000f,” 
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a Correspondent.}|—Your strictures in respect to the 
conduct of the synagogue authorities towards their salaried officials, and especially 
to their ministers, came very opportunely, for they seem to desire to degrade rather 
than to elevate the sacred position of the clergy in the community. It was not 
so always, but is of late. Although the Rev, Dr. Diittner Jacobson has so much 
improved in his English studies that he is able to deliver an extempore lecture 
every fortnight, besides the special occasions, still a great number are dissatisfied. 
Formerly, it was because he would not attend synagogue on Mondays and 
Thursdays ; now he has removed to a smaller house closer to the synagogue, and 
attends regularly, now other complaints are raised, and so he, poor man, leads a 

y life among them, and all this for the paltry sum of £40 per annum, out of 
which he has to pay his own rent. In the East Melbourne Synagogue new rules 

lations have been made, which deprive the minister of all fees, offerings, privi- 
leges, Kc., but the salary still remains at £300; the duties, however, have been con- 
siderably augmented, and I doubt if the Rev. Mr. Rintel, who has devoted so much 
time and attention during the last 22 years to the interest of the Congregation, will 
continue. Although, as a rule, I do not approve of a stranger who is appointed as 
minister taking part in synagogue matters, he being the founder, and having served 
for years gratuitously, and being still one of the original trustees, I think his claims 

and certainly deserving of better recognition. For no matter who send for 
him or his worthy wife, whether poor or rich, member or non-member, by night or 
by day, they are always to be found at the bed-side of the sick and dying, nor are 
they behind with their purse. There is to be a Bazaar held in about seven or eight 
months for the purpose of assisting the funds of both the Melbourne Congregations, 
I hope it may realize our expectations, but I have my grave doubts, as times are 
fearfully bad, and any number of failures of large Jewish houses have recently 
taken place. Since the return of their President, Mr. I. Jacobs, from England, reli- 
gious matters in St. Kilda have not improved. They have now gone #0 far as to 
ignore entirely the Second Days of the Festivals, and as for kosher it is scarcely 
dreamt of. No blame, however, isto be attached to their worthy minister, Rev. E. 
Blanbaum, who continues to persevere and do his best under the circumstances. By 
the last mails letters have been received from the Chief Rabbi in reference to the 
making of Proselytes, but as yet little has been done in the matter ; no doubt the 
Jewish inhabitants generally are quite opposed to the admission of proselytes more 
on account of its social aspect than any other reason. We have the misfortune to 
have another Jerusalem measenger here, who comes to plead for the Jewish soup 
kitchen ; by dint of great perseverance of Messrs. Krohnheimer, Nath]. Levi, Rev. 
M. Rintel and others, about £60 has been collected, 


Unsirep States.—Dr. Einhorn, minister of the “ Beth-E1” Temple of New York, 
one of the Leaders of the “ Reform" movement in America, has retired from active 
duties owing to advanced age. He was minister of a reform congregation at Pesth, 
which was dissolved by a decree of the Emperor. He thereupon went to America, 
where he has ever since occupied an eminent position in the Jewish community. 
He is succeeded by Dr. Kohler, of Chicago, who is a supporter of the holding of a 
service on Sundays in addition to the Sabbath Service.
